The argument of those opposed to 
the trading stamp business was that 
it added extra cost to merchandise 
and Irhat it was no advantage to any 
one merchant 'because

stamp companies.

license fee 
was made prohibitive purposely and 
had the desired effect. 
The first seek ions 
of the trading 
stamp bill now before the legislature 
would seek to legalize trading stamp 
issuance and to provide for the pay­ 
ment of a $100 license fee annually 
to the It re as lire r off state by individ­ 
uals, firms, unincorporated associa 
tions, or corporations who would en- 2 
gage in the business.

Spam’s rigorous 
note of protest,

Press reports and 
unofficial indications show that most 
other neutrals will not break though 
they condemn Germany’s course. 
This means, as authorities here see 
it, that Germany is one step nearer 
'war with all 
the 
neutrals, though 
subsequent developments may not 
draw aU into the struggle. 


Authorities had no way off know­ 
ing whether this wave of moral pres­ 
sure wiH sway Germany, 
although 
her acts indicate that she intends to 
go ahead regardless 0 $ the World’s 
opinion. 


One of the chief results, 
United 
Sta-tes officials and neutral diplomats 
said today, may be to put Germany 
on a black fist commercially 
after 
the war. 
The 
protests, 
plus 
the 
United States 
break, will serve to 
make her an “outlaw” among nations, 
they said. 


While continuance of her warfare 
may not plunge fhe whole world into 
war, the action of all neutrals is such 
that further transgressions make it 
seem likely that Germany will have 
new enemies o?n her

if she 
continues her course. 
Spain’s pro­ 
test was pointed to in this connection. 
Refusal of neutrals to join in the 
break can not be said to be entirely 
a disappointment to this country, es­ 
pecially in view of the strong moral 
support giveh-by their protests, offi­ 
cials stated.

Practice to Rushville Stamped 


Out Two Years Ago

Present Measure Provides for One of 


$100 Annually to be Paid to 


Treasurer of State 


That an alltempt will be made •'•to 


make possible the use of trading 
stamps in Indiana again is''disclosed 
by the introductibn>in the stalte sen- 
ate of a bill to repeal the present 
trading stamp, law and substitute a 
law to legalize"" the use of 
such 


,stamps,~nnder a provision to license 
the persbns engaged in the trading 
stamp business. 


The law which was" 'passed by the 


1915 ,legislatwekserved to stamp out 
effectively the^tradjijigrstamp busirfess 
here aa.well as elsewhere in theistalte 
because the statute provides that 
every "persons, firm or corporation, 
who shall sell or 'furnish for use in, 
\vith or 'for tihe sale of any goods, 
* * * and trading stamps, coupons 
or other'similar'devices" shall pay a 
•license ifee of $1,00" to the. county 
treasurer who shall grant a license 
to sell1 or furnish for one year, such 
trading stamps. 
' 


The argument of those opposed to 


the trading stamp business was that 
it added extra cost to merchandise 
a>nd Ithat it was no advantage to -any 
one merchant ibecause his competi- 
tors could also contract with trading 
stamp companies. The license fee 
was'.made prohibitive purposely and 
had the desired effect. 


The first sections 
of. the trading 


starnp^ bill now before the legislature 
would seek .to legalize trading stamp 
issuance and to provide 'for the pay- 
ment of 3. $100 license fee 'annually 
to the treasurer o'f state by individ- 
uals, firms, unincorporated associa. 
lions, or corporations who would en- 
gage in the business. 


The .filling of bonds 
o'f not less 


than $20,000 by s^ueh stamp ..com- 
panies for the faithful 
redemption 


of all sltamps presented for redemp- 
tion not 'less than five months after 
issuance, also is provided for. No. 
recovery for failure to redeem Such 
stamps'is possible, under the bill's 
provisions, until notice in writing o'£ 
a deJfault in Ithe redemption of the 
stamps has been filed within six 
months -after the expiration of any 
such license that may have been is- 
sued. 


The.McCray bill carries .two sec-
